a. The Order could be shortened by deleting the list 

ef thirty-nine depariacnts and agencies in Section 
2ic}, pages 4A and B, excepting only ACTION and 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. Assuming that the 
heada of ACTION ond tho Tennesegee Valley Authority 
are meant to possess wutbority lor classification of 
‘Confidential’ only, Section aft) weeld be deleted 
und Seetion ZiEN3) would be changed to reed Nofficlale 
designated in writing by a ouperiox in the game 
vertical chain of command or supervision who hag 
‘Yop Secret’ or ‘Secret! classification authority. * 


b, Inthe production of Hnished intelligence items, such 

: as the President's Daily Brief and the Central Intelligence 
Tallutin, there lg no practical way to break out various 
claasifications of a particular article becaagze the variety 
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of sources are woven together into the whole. The 


‘gequirerent set forth in Section 2(e}) would signifi- 
‘cantly Iucreane the time reqatred te both produce 


current intelligence and reportAntelligence informa-~ 


‘tien and decrease the readability of the preduct, 


We, thersfore, recoramend that Section 2({z}, page 
6, commence with the phrase “To the extent 
practicable, 


Section Z2(hj, pages 6 and 7, is unworkable within 
the Central Intelligence Agency in that ite provisions 
would vielate the “need-to~know" principle and the 


. gtatatery responsibility of the Director of Central 
- Intelligence to protect intelligence sources asd 


rnetheds. Individuals who have a “need-to-know'! 


for the contents of intelligence documents do not 
have the same "need-to~know’! for the identity of 


certain Central Intelligence Agency employees, 
particularly those engaged in operations abroad. 

A considerable portion of CIA produced data is 
originally classified aversese. It ie recommended 
that this section be deleted or that documents con- 
taining intelligeace information be exempted. 


The fast sentence of Section 2(1), page #, needs 
clarification, If it is meant te protect information 
which in the opinion of a contractor should be 


 elassified, it would appear that Section 14, page 59, 


would apply and this sentence would thea be yedundant. 


We have no particular preference between Alternative 
land Alternative if of Section 4{a}, pages 13-18. In 
uithey cage, sensitive intelligence and information 
relating to intelligence sources and methods would 

be protected under the "Special Categories” provisions | 
contained im Section 4(5){1). 
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The adoption ef Alternative H, page 19, is recom- 
menied. The qualifying adjective “highly in 
Aktermative Lis considered unnecessary because 
the word “sensitive lieelf establishes a need for 
protection, Alternative Il is already included in 
Section 4(b)(LyoGl) and need net be repeated, | 


Since both Alternatives ¥ and MU of Section 4(b)(Le: (ii), 
page 26, relate solely to foreign policy, we defer to 
the Danartment of State. 


We prefer Aliernative Il of Section 4(s}{3}, page 22. 
tawever, itia recommended that Section 4(b}(4) be 
amended to read ao follows; *AUL information and 
material classified pursuant to Section 4(o}(1}c of 
this Order shall be reviewed for declasnification 
after 30 yeare from the date of ite original classi- 
fication if i¢ has not earlier been declassified, " 
This change is seccesury io protect thase persons, 
aysteras, plans, and projects which require pro~ 
tection even aftex 30 years, 


Since the propased Execetive Order will reacind 
Executlve Order 10964, itis euggested that sub- 
paragraph Section 4{i)(1), pase 26, be deleted. 


Ts protect Inferrmation and material which relates 

fo intelligence sources and metheds, we most strongly 
urgo that the following ovbparagraph be added to the 
"Retroactive eERuSotivn? section of the Executive 
Order on page 295 “Yhe cxernption apecified in 

Section 4{o})1}, 4ib)(1ja, and 4(6){1)b shall apply to 
information or riaterial pertaining te intelligence 
aoutees and methods or that containiag sensitive 
iatcHigenca which wae clagsified under the provisions 
of previous Executive Crders," 
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k, To avoid misinterpretation, it is suggested that the 

last sentence of Section 5(k)(3), page 35, read as 
followa: "Failure to comply with the foregeing could 
result in the impoziticn ef a fine and/or imprisonment 
and, in addition, in the case of government personnel, 
‘Atemiesal or other disciplinary action.”
